Dealing with the relative import. 
ance ofthe ‘different minerals or 
mineral yroups throughout the 
world, the survey points out that 


other minerals put together, petro- 
leum and iron ore. coming next in 
order of importance. These three 
minerals together account for about 
80 per cent. of the annual value of 
the world’s output of minerals, and 
the addition of raw materials of the

THE ‘COASTGUARD 
. SYSTEM. 


Improvement Under 
- Board 6f Trade. 


At a sitting at the Board of 
Trade of the Committee which. is 
inquiring into the Coastguard 
system, Admiral Sir George 
P, W. Hope (chairman) presided, 
and there we-e present Mr. 
Rotert F. Bell, Sir Osborn G.1 
Holmden, and Mr. James Milne, 


with the secretary (Mr W. J. 
Killinback). 

Evidenee’ was given) by Mr. 
G. F. Shee (secretary of — the 


Royal National Life-Boat Institu- 
tian) und Captain BE, D.. Lrury 
(Chief Inspeeter of Lifelonta. 
R.N.L.L). . 

Mr. Shee, in his memorandum. 
stated that the painful imprvs- 
sion created by the loss of the 
Islander, accompanied as it wus 
by the death of several well- 
known men, aroused considerable 
anxiety in the public mind as to 
the . efliciency , of. the present | 
coast-watching, “system. A re- 
port was called for by the insti- 
tution with regard to the cases in 
which complaints had been mado 
of the efficiency of the coast- 
guard system since it was taken 
over by the Bonrd of Trade, in 
April, 1923, and this report was 
produced at a meeting in October. 

Mr. Shee stated that the old 
system of coast-watching was not, 
und could not be, adequate and 
cflicient from the point of view 
of the institution. | Under the 

uerchant Shipping Act of 1854 
the Board of ‘‘l'rade became re- 
sponsible for the’ provision of the 
life-saving services round the 
coast. It was, therefore, clearly 
very important that the Board 
should receive prompt and accur- 
ste information with regard to 
vessels in distress, or wrecks, so 
that the rocket apparatus .acting 
under the directions of the Board 
of Trade, but through the coast- 
guard, could at once be called into 
action, as well as the lifeboats. 
For this purpose, however, the 
Board, as such, had no body of 
men under their immediate con- 
trol, and were dependent, in the 
main, upon the ex gratia assist- 
ance given by the coastguard. 
Though, in practice, the informa- 
tion was generally given both 
promptly and accurately, it would 
be seen that there was a duality 
control which could not be ‘con- 
ducive to perfect efficiency, espe- 
cially in so vital a’ matter as life- 
saving, where time, even minutes, 
might often be of the utmost im- 
portance. 

That was the situation which 
still obtained during the 13 
years (1910 to 1923) of which he 
had personal knowledge. Theat 
such a system did not lead to 
more serious difficulties and in-, 
volve greater loss of life was due’ 
to the devotion with which, in 
the majority of cases, the coast- 
guard did’ carry out duties which 
were officially described as en- 
tirely subsidiary. The system 
was, in truth, obviously inade- 
quate as a means of promptiy 
mobilising the lifeboat service 
and the rocket apparatus, and he 
believed this was so fully recog- 

nised on the coast that it exolain- 
ed the comparative equanimity 
with which hon. secretaries and 
others on the coast seemed to re- 
gard the numerous cases in 
which information was either not 
receivgi or was greatly delayed 
in cases of shipwreck. 

Dealing with the present coast- 
watching syétem, Mr. Shee stated 
a system. created for a specific 
purpose, and, acting as a fully 
organised and trained force, 
under the Department of State, 
which was responsible for life- 
saving on the coast, must be 
more efficient for the purpose of 
coast-watching than one under 
which coast-watching for wrecks 
was avowedly only a minor and 
subsidiary duty. It was not until 
the Board of Trade took over the 
coast-watching force that their 
relations with the institution be- 
came not merely friendly and 
helpful, but cordial. 

4 Coast Patrols. 

Captain Drury stated that even 
if lookouts were placed as close 
as one every two miles along the 
coast there would be times, such 
as at Selsey recently, when the 
visibility -would be so-poor that

At a meeting of the Ceylon Mer- 
chants Chamber.

Government Servants - which total 
fifty million rupees, is much too 
high in proportion to the revenue 
raiseth annually.

Shields was beaten only in the

| ship after a struggle with Doey, 
which, had he won the long fourth 
set of thirty games, would prob- 
ably have gone in his favour. 
Wood, who has defeated Shields 
as well as Lott and Allison, is 21 
years of aye—n year younger than 
Shields, writes A. Wallis Myers 
in The Daily Telegraph. , 

Another neweomer is Clifford 
Sutter, of New Orleans, the inter- 
collegiate champion. He increas- 
ed his fame Jast year by beating 
Berkeley Bell in the American 
championshiy after the latter had 
nut out Borotra. George Lott, 
John Van Ryn, Wilmer Allison, 
and Gregory Mangin were all over 
here in 1930. 

A Double Objective, 

The American team will have 
two objectives—the defence of the 
Wimbledon titles and the capture 
of the Davis Cup. Their first 
quest is more likely to succeed 
than their second; American ag- 
xression ‘prefers turf courts, and 
the American. temperament is 
more at home at Wimbledon than 
at Auteuil. On the other Tand, 
the Americans will find their task 
harder at British headquarters 
than last year. They will not 
have Tilden as a spear-head; they 
will discover the French, headed 
by Cochet, anxious to renew &

H. W. Austin they will find a 
much improved challenger, and in

and his first patron 


supplied him with sufficient funda 
to open a school of arms in Tot- 
tenham Court Road. He -was a 
person of some eminence, and his 
friends included Hogarth, who de 
signed his professional card, Wal- 
pole, the statesman, Swift ant 
Pope. the writers, and several 
members of the Royal Family. 

He was so highly successful as 
a tutor that after a yenr or so he 
had to lease more extensive pre- 
mises some distance away from 
his first'school. It was in the new 
building that he met Ned Sutton. 
the Gravesend pipemaker,. and it 
is correct to say that this contest 
was the first battle for a cham- 
pionship. It lasted nearly an 
hour, and it ended in a somewhat 
easy victory for Figg. But he 
was much more of a swordsman 
than a fighter, and even at South- 
wark Fair, where he had a booth, 
foil-play, back-sword, and ‘cudgell- 
ing were always more prominent 
than. fisticuffs. 

In 1727. 

On the Hogarth card Figg was 
described a8 “Master ‘of ye Noble 
Science of Defence,” but that 
sunny morning in 1727 when he 
fought Sutton must have provid- 
ed many strange moments.  Tot- 
tenham Court Rond then was little 
more than a rural lane. Tho 
fashionable centre of London, the 
thoroughfare favoured by tho 
“bucks” for their promenades, was 
Drury Lane. Just before the hour 
of twelve, which was the time yet 
for the big event, many sedan 
chairs were carried to the en. 
trance, and it is recorded that fair. 
ladies of high degree, escorted by 
the benux of the day, snuffed, 
Jaughed, and chatted as they made 
their way to the gallery reserved 
for them. Royalty was not repre- 
sented, but the Prime Minister 
was there as were also. famous 
people such as Colley, Cibber, 
Kitty Clive, and Dean Swift.. 

_ “The ladies,” we are told, “were 
damning and swearing prettily, 
and the men were telling stories 
and picces of scandal with a 
coarseness of language and rude 
nera of indecency that would shock 
a bachelor’s party. Yet the dames 
never once blushed, but applaud- 


ed the bluest of jokes by a tap]: 


on the cheek with a fan, an arch 
smile, and a bewitching look with 
a laughing eye.” 

Figg had called himself cham- 
pion for twelve years before, he 
was challenged by Sutton, but he 
seems to have koonmjis vain and 
as proud of hig staading as was 
John L, Sullivan at a much later 
dute. When Pierce Egan wrote 
about Figg in 1812 he said he 
was.more of a sluughterer than a 
neat finished pugilist, and that 
estimate, I fancy, must be aceept- 
ed,

It fa interesting to recall that, 


when he was in his prime Figg was 
challenged by an Indian named 
Tito Alberto di Carini, who was 
born within a few miles of the 
little- hamlet near Venice where 
Prima, Carnere first saw the light.

Street of gay spots 


Broadway ! 
and play spots ... flesh pots and 
flash spots .... where evening be- 


gins at midnight and ends at dawn. 
Things have travelled far, far 
indeed, from the days when the 
legendary man-about-town drank 
champagne from the  Iegendary 
slipper of the legendary chorines. 
They have travelled pretty far 
within two years—even within a 
year. A ecore of tinsclied spots 
whose names headed the night life 
list in 1930, now gather cobwebs. 
Strange as it may seem, even Tex 
Guinan’s, -noisiest and shrillest of 
the late hangouts, has had to sur- 


For the East Side, with its gipsy 
lullabies and love chants, has cap- 
tured the fancy of the Brondway- 
farers. 

The New Order, 

“Oh,. yes, there is atill vo-de-o-do. 

But the headliners—what they call 
“the draw" spots—indiecate that the 
raucous whoopla of yesteryear is 
melting . before the torrid blues 
tunes and the soothing harmonies of 
soft-voiced, soft-eyed maidens of 
Hungary, Russia and way spots. 

A slap-stick, a few comic novelties, 
au bit of Spanish and Magyar—the 
exolic soothing music of almost any 
Latin or gipsy land—and that’s 
night life a la 1931. 

The smart plice, for instance, is 
the Club Abbey. Here you will find 
the lovely ladies who drip diamonds 
even in hard.times. Here you will 
find the folk of the gocial register; 
ringside crowds of famous men and 
women. You will have to stay up 
until 3 a.m, to do it, but it’s usually 
worth it. a 

And who, if you please, is respon- 
sible for drawing the crowd here? 
First a pretty gipsy girl. Her 
name is Gipsy Marakoff—at least 
that's the name she uses for enter- 
tainment purposes—and she appenr- 
ed out of Second Avenue, one even- 
ing with an accordion under her 
arm. 

For Jagged Nerves. 

A few evenings later she was out 
in the, spotlight of a dance floor— 
and all about the noisy crowd sud- 
denly husband its chatter to a whis- 
per as she whipped her accordion 
into lilting peasant dance strains 
of another world.
